United States’ Ultimatum to 
Spain in Cuban Rebellion. 


DECLARATION OF OLNEY. 


It Was Made to Senor Dupuy De Lome, 
The Spanish Minister 
At Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. B. — Secretary 
Olney has issued an ultimatum to Spain. 
Tt is to the effect that if she does not crush 
the Cuban rebellion in three months the 
United States will interfere. 

Spain is to be given one chance to demon- 
strate her ability to rule the island and, 
failing in this, the chances are the United 

Government will take the leadership 
in internation&! intervention, with the com- 
plete autonomy or perhaps the independence 
of Cuba as the objective point. Conferences 
were held by Secretary Olmey with Senor 
Dupuy de Lome. The Secretary asked for 
a full statement of the condition of affairs 
in Cuba, the intentions of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, its ability to protect American 
citizens and their property, and the pros- 
pect of suppressing the insurrection. 


CUBAN PATRIOTS. 


Spanish Agents and Pinkerton

Railroad Right of Way Decision by Sec- 
retary Smith. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Secretary 
Smith to-day rendered an important deci- 
sion regarding railroad right of way. The 
road affected is the Montana Railway Co.’ 


This company applied for right of way over: 
public lands under the act of 187% making 

such — This act provided that the 
road should be -within five years 
after the map of location was filed. The 
Montana company did not complete its road 
in that time, but subsequently offered the 
maps of location. The Commissioner of 
the General Land Office recommends that 
the maps be not approved, because the 
road was not completed within five years 
after the first map of location was filed: 
The Secretary says there is no reason why 
the company should be denied the right to 
file a new map to operate upon such lands 
as are free from claim. He therefore ap- 
porves the new maps for the Montana Rail- 
way Co. 


GOLD LANDS SECURED. 


Treaty Made by the Government With 
the Piegan Indians. 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., Sept. 28.—A treaty 
has been effected with the Piegan Indians 
by which a strip of land, rich in gold, silver 


and copper ores, is ceded to the United 
States. The land is sixty miles ong and 
eighteen wide, running from Birch Creek 
north to the international boundary. One 
and a half million dollars is to be paid in 
ten annual installments of cattle and an- 
nuities, beginning in 1898, with the expiration 
of the present treaty. 

The Commission will go on Monday to 
Fort Belknap, where they will endeavor to 
secure a similar cession from the Gros- 
ventres Indians of a strip of. land in the 
Litttle Rocky Mountains.

College Diploma or a First Grade’ 
Teacher’s Certificate Required of 
Students tor Entrance. 


Every medical college in Missouri has been 
badly shaken up by a recent ruling of the 
State Board of th. They will all lose 
money the effact of the rule will be so 
disastrous to several institutions that they 
may be forced to their doors. 

This rule governs the conditions under 
which students may be admitted to colleges 
in the State, and is so binding that many 
prospective medical students went to other 
States to enter college, and a number who 
actually came to St. Louis had to be turned 


away because they were not able to comply. 


Néarly every one of them will enter col- 
leges outside of the State. 

The exact wording of the board's ruling 
is as follows; : 

Conditions of admission to lecture courses: 

(a) Creditable certificates of good moral 
standing. 

(b) Diplomas of graduation from a good lit- 
erary and scientific college or high school, 
or a first-grade teacher’s certificate. 

Following up the ruling the board passed 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That a collegé in good standing 
with this board shall be one in which the 
course of instruction is a graded one. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this board 
de and is hereby instructed to request of 
the medical colleges of this State proof that 
they are complying with this resolution. 

The proofs shall consist of a sworn state- 
ment of the dean or president and the sec- 


retary of each school, which shall embrace 
certain questions specifically set forth. 
Under the rule and resolutions no graduate 
of any medical college in the United States 
outside of Missouri can be admitted to the 
practice of medicine in this State for the 
reason that all of them admit students on 
lesser qualifications than the board requires 
the Missouri colleges to enforve. 


But there is trouble brewitig for the board. 
Not a few of the medical colleges are up in 
arms over the ruling, and it is claimed the 
board acted without really knowing what 
‘it was doing. Diplomas of graduation from 
literary and scientific colleges or high 
schools are not so hard to get, particularly 
high school certificates, but when it —.— 
to a first-grade teacher s certificate it’s dit - 
ferent. dre are only three such certifi- 
cates held in Missouri and there is no au- 
thority in 81 Louis competent to t

The records of the Female Hospital show 
that Alice Smith died there Dec. 29, 1 
in child-birth.. The record further shows 
that she and her still-born child were buried 
in the same grave in Potter’s Field, marked 
with the number 1,580. This was the first 
‘Brave selected by the Post-Dispatch to be 


opened. 


A representative of the paper went to the 
 @ffice of Health Commissioner Starkloff Sat- 


urday morning and secured a permit from 
him to have the bodies of Alice Smith, 


Emma Lewis and May Hopper exhumed. 


These were the dead persons whose bodies 
were said to have been sold for $20 apiece 
by Dr. Kerley, Dr. Latimer, Richard Ker- 
ley’ and Charles Davenport, the night 
watchman. 

The work was put in charge of Sanitary 
Officer Francis, who, accompanied by an 


assistant and the Post-Dispatch reporter, 


drove to the Poor-house. Here the Super-

mpanied the trio to Potter’s Field, 
where the sexton of the city’s graveyard, 
Robert Logan, was found on duty. 

Two insane patients from the Poor-house 
were secured and work immediately began. 

After several hours’ work the coffin, 
which should have contained the body of 
Alice Smith, was reached. It was lifted out 
o the grave and the cover removed. Noth- 
ing to indicate that it had ever held a 
corpse was found inside. 

A card, however, was there. It read: 

“ELLA J. ——, died Female Hospital, Dec. 
12, 1894, 10:40 p. m.”’ 

The last name was so illegible that it 
could not be made out, but it evidently was 
mot Smith. Its presence there is unexplain- 
able unless the system of burying the dead 
in potter's field is utterly confused. 

In the same grave there was the coffin of 
the still-born child of Alice Smith. It was 
opened and a uttle corpse found, but there 
is no telling whether or not it was Alice 
Smith's baby. 

There was a card in this coffin also, which 
read like this: 

“Child of Lewis Chase, Division No. 3, 
Ward No. 9, Female Hospital. 7, ’9.”’

4 MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 


The prospect of a surplus of about 
$3,000,000 in Treasury receipts this month 
suggests what the position of the Demo- 
cratic party might have been if it had 
“possessed the courage to settle the money 
question according to its convictions, 

The only seemingly valid objection to 
the operation of the tariff reform law 
which the Republicans have urged was 
that it did not supply sufficient revenue. 
Republican organs could not successful- 
ly deny that prosperity is returning un- 
der the tariff law, but they have insisted 
that if the tariff law had been wisely 
framed it would have brought in suffi- 
cient revenue to meet Government ex- 
penditures and prop up the falling gold 
reserve. 

The tariff law is not what it ought to 
be, but it has demonstrated that the re- 
duction of the tariff helps business and 
increases revenue. 

With business reviving and the rey- 
enues in excess of expenditures the only 
disturbing factor is the shaky gold re- 
serve and the fear of another bond is- 
sue. If the Democratic Administration 
and Congress had reformed the financial 
system on Democratic lines the party 
could point to a great record of sound 
legislation and an unparalleled recovery 
under Democratic government from a 
panic of Republican creation.

COL, MORRISON ON INTERVIEWS.

On the other hand, it may be said that 
the statesman who cannot make himself 
understood to the most ordinary re- 
porter is either so muddied in his views 
of great and grave public questions that 
he does not know what he is talking 
about, or his intellect is too massive for 


comprehension.
